At the 
meeting 
of the board 


of education, 
in 
the 
superin- 
tendent's office at tbe Chestnut street 
building Friday evening, Doctor W. 
C. Frew, president of the board, made 
a number of important recommenda- 
tions. It was decided to bold over a 
number of applications for the posi- 
tion of superintendent. 


All members of tbe 
board except 
Hon. J. W. Cassingbam were present, 
and Doctor Frew presided- 
Bills to 
tbe amount of $128.13 were allowed, 
and Superintendent Fenton was ques- 
tioned regarding the number of pupils 
in each room of the various buildings. 
He gave the information and said the 
attendance for tbe last three months 
bad averaged 1241. 
Tbe superinten- 
dent also said it bad been bis custom 
to allow the senior class half of 
each day during1 the 
last three 
weeks or the term and to give them 
the last week to themselves. Mo 
action was taken OB the statement. In 
connection with this he asked what 
arrangement bad been made for music 
for commencement, and said he bad 
received the price or a local orchestra. 
He also brought up the question of 
decorations and other details of com- 
mencement, and was informed that a 
committee had been appointed to look 
after the matter and they would at- 
tend to commencement. - 
Mr. Agnew and Mr.Hutchinson, the 
auditing committee, reported that. 
they examined the books, and fouud 
them to be correct. There was a bal- 
ance in, the treasury of 81362.25. The 
report w«is accepted. James Glenn as 
treasurer filed his oond of $15,000 and 
William Burns gave tus bond of '$500 
as clerk. The documents were shown 
to each member of the board, and 
accepted. The names of the bonds- 
men were not given out for publica- 
tion, Mr. Glenn objecting, at the re- 
quest of his bondsmen he said. 


A communication from the Cosboc- 
ton National bank asked that school 
funds be deposited in that institution. 
It offered to pay three per cent inter- 
est. The treasurer said the law did 
not permit him to deposit the money 
without instruction from the board, 
but his understanding was the letter 
of the law did not allow the board to 
receive interest on the funds. He 
moved the treasurer be permitted to 
place the funds, but after disgussing the 
matter it was"" decided a motion was 
was not necessary. .It had always been 
the custom of the board to allow tbe 
treasurer to deposit the fund*. where 
he saw fit and no one could see any 
reason why it should be changed. 
Doctor Frew read a paper in which 
he thanKed the board for the honor 
given 
him in 
making him 
iis 
president, 
and 
said that, as 
the 
city 
had entered upon 
a year of 
prosperity the board should strive to 
make 
tbe 
schools 'attractive and 
give 
the 
children 
the 
very 
best education possible. The time 
has gone by, he said, when ignorant 
men can stand at the head of affairs. 
He gave a brief history of the city's 
school buildings, and recommended 
the construction of two buildings of 
four rooms each, one to be located in 
the southeastern part of the city and 
the other west of the Pan Handle. He 
pointed out that two rooms are now 
located in Alcyone hall, two in the 
third story uf 
the 
Walnut street 
building, 
and 
it 
was 
necessary 
to use an 
undesirable 
room 
in 
the 
Sycamore 
building. 
The 
president expressed the belief that it 
was not a good thing to select teach- 
ers from among the graduates of the 
public schools, but they should be col- 
lege graduates or teachers who had 
been trained for the particular grade 
of work they were expected to do. In 
the majority 'of cases, he thought, 
teachers were underpaid and the only 
way to have good schools was to have 
good teachers and they could not be 
secured at low salaries. The sciences, 
ae believed, should be taught in the 
lower grades as well as in the high 
school. 


The question of new buildings as 
brought out by the president was dis- 
cussed and it was decided to ascertain 
,he probable cost of sites. 
Doctor 


Frew thought the action should be 
be taken as soon as possible. 
Mr. Burns said he had a number of 


ipplications for the position of super- 
ntendent, but the board decided to 
bold them over for the present. 


Mr. Burns brought out the matter 


of improving 
toe 
grounds about 
school 
buildings. 
He 
pointed 
jut that grass "-and a few flow, t 
beds at., the Wsifnuc street building 
would be a great improvement over 
he bare yard as it is at present, while 
the surroundings of the Cherry and 
Sycamore buildings could be sensibly 
mproved. Other members of - the 
>oard looked upon the matter as a 
good move, and it was argued that the 
jommittee on buildings should" take it 
'n hand and make the" improvements.

From the Mud. 


CREW IS NOW HARD AT WORK 


It Was Believed the En*teeCoaM be Saved 


WhfeMt Difficulties lit Otwta- 


•cles Have Appeared. 


The Wheeling & Lake Erie engine 
that went over an embankment into 
tbe backwater from the Musklngum 
river last Sunday morning is causing 
ihe company a great deal of trouble. 
It is an expensive locomotive and tbe 
company is anxious to save it if pos- 
sible. 
* 


As soon as tbe rap made in tbe road- 
bed by the weight of water bad been 
bridged tbe wreck crew began work 
with a view to recovering the engine. 
The water had gone down tothatpoint 
where it did not prove much of an ob- 
stacle, but tbe recovery of the fast 
resting engine proved to be a difficult 
task. All sorts of plans were tried, 
and many of them failed. The engine 
was not mashed and broken and it 
was hoped it could be placed on the 
rails without taking it to pieces. 
In 
spite of the-difficulties that have ap- 
peared the plan has not been aban- 
doned and the crew is still at work, 
superintendent Van Dusen bas visit- 
ed tbe place but the engine is still far 
below the rails. It is not known when 
the engine will be finally rescued but 
no efforts are being spared to save it. 
If it can be brought out in its present 
condition it can quickly be placed in 
running order.
